4. Claims 31-41, 43-53 & 55-62 and re-numbered as claims 1-to-30 respectively are 
allowed. 

5. Claims 31-41, 43-53 & 55-62 and re-numbered as claims 1-to-30 respectively are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the cited references do not contain 
the specified limitation of a method for compensating for frequency offset in a 
received signal, comprising: constructing a reference signal comprising a training 
sequence of the received signal and one or more basis functions; minimizing a 
cost function associated with the reference, wherein the cost function comprises 
the training sequence, the one or more basis functions, and the received signal; 
and acquiring a desired frequency-shifted signal when the cost function indicates 
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a predetermined degree of correlation between the reference signal and the 
received signal.
